Advent Motet _ Gustav Schreck 

Gustav Schreck was Kantor of St. Thomaskircke in Leipzig at the end 
of the 19th century and composer of oratorio, orchestral, and vocal 
works. The first and third movements of this motet are contrapuntal 
treatments of the chorale "All Glory, Laud, and Honor" by Teschner, 
the first being rather extended with the chorale melody in the back¬ 
ground.
